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INDEPENDENT AUDITOR'S REPORT ON FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


To the Members of the Selectboard and Management 
Town of Goshen, New Hampshire 


Report on the Financial Statements. We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the 
governmental activities, each major fund and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of 
Goshen, New Hampshire as of and for the year ended December 31, 2015, and the related notes to the 
financial statements, which collectively comprise the Town’s basic financial statements as listed in the 
table of contents. 


Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statements. Management is responsible for the 
preparation and fair presentation of these financial statements in accordance with accounting principles 
generally accepted in the United States of America; this includes the design, implementation and 
maintenance of internal control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of financial statements that 
are free from material misstatement, whether due to fraud or error. 


Auditor’s Responsibility. Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on 
our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United 
States of America. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable 
assurance about whether the basic financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit 
involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and disclosures in the financial 
statements. The procedures selected depend on the auditor’s judgment, including the assessment of risks 
of material misstatement of the financial statement, whether due to fraud or error. In making those risk 
assessments, the auditor considers internal control relevant to the entity’s procedures that are appropriate in 
the circumstances, but not for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the entity’s 
internal control. Accordingly, we express no such opinion. An audit also includes evaluation the 
appropriateness of accounting policies used and the reasonableness of significant accounting estimates 
made by management, as well as evaluation the overall presentation of the financial statements.

In our opinion, the basic financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material 
respects, the financial position of the governmental activities, each major fund and the aggregate 
remaining fund information of the Town of Goshen, New Hampshire, as of December 31, 2015, and the 
respective changes in financial position thereof for the year then ended in conformity with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 


Report on Required Supplementary Information. Management has not presented a Management's 
Discussion and Analysis of the financial statements. Although it is not required to be part of the basic 
financial statements, accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America requires it 
along with the budgetary and pension information presented in the section marked Required 
Supplementary Information to be presented to supplement the basic financial statements. | Such 
information, although not a part of the basic financial statements, is required by Governmental 
Accounting Standards Board who considers it to be an essential part of financial reporting for placing the 
basic financial statements in an appropriate operational, economic, or historical context.

his past year saw the completion of a 

major upgrade to Goshen cemeteries. The 

new Northeast section of Mill village was 
officially opened on Labor Day. The resting area 
was fittingly dedicated “to all those who have 
labored in volunteer service to the town of 
Goshen”. All three cemeteries have a park bench 
installed as a place to sit in quiet repose. The new 
Northeast section will provide space for over 250 
burial sites which should serve Goshen well into 
the future. A flagpole was also installed which is 
visible from Rte 10. Thank you to Rob Haliday 
and Jan Parmalee who have volunteered their 
labor for this project and all those who have sup- 
ported this major capital upgrade. 

The year started with spring cleanup again as- 
sisted by the workers from Sullivan County correc- 
tions. Their volunteer labor has proved 
indispensable for getting the cemeteries open and 
ready for the season. 

Serendipity continues to do a fine job of mow- 
ing on time and on budget. They go the extra mile 
to provide a complete service and also notify us of 
any issues. 

Veteran flags were placed for Memorial Day 
by corrections volunteers and Lars Nelson. 

Trash cans are emptied on a regular basis by 
road agent Kevin Bevelaqua and Joel. We appre- 
ciate their continued support which has proven 
vital to our maintenance efforts. 

Other projects included brush removal, tree 
trimming, striping the parking lot, and installation 
of a tool shed. There were five burials in Goshen 
cemeteries this year. 

Our annual meeting was held on November 
3rd at the town hall. Projects for next year will 
focus on brush removal at Four Corners and Mill 
Village. This is tedious and slow work due to the 
invasive nature of the brush and proximity to frag- 
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ile headstones. There is a tree inside the wall at 
Four Corners that should be removed. Grading 
and fill at the rear of Four Corners is needed. 

All the headstones at North Goshen and Four 
Corners cemeteries have been cleaned in recent 
years. We hope to get started on Mill Village next. 
Anyone interested in this very flexible part time 
work please contact the town office. Pay is 
$12/hr. 

We decided to once again request a level 
funded budget of $5,000. Mowing consumes half 
of this leaving enough for regular maintenance 
and usually one capital upgrade. 


Goshen currently relies on the volunteer 
service of the three elected cemetery 
commissioners to manage all cemetery 
business. This format has proven some- 
what unreliable especially in recent years 
due in part to the amount of volunteer 
time required. The town may wish to 
consider other options available. 


Lars met with selectmen on January 23rd of 
2017 to report on current projects and plans. Also 
reviewed were operating and burial procedures as 
Lars will not be seeking re-election this year. I 
have thoroughly enjoyed the opportunity to serve 
as chairman of the cemetery commission for the 
past 20 years. I thank the town for all your sup- 
port and interest in maintaining the beauty of our 
local cemeteries.

Gunnison Lake 

his year, as always, the trail and park- 

| ing areas around Gunnison Lake required 

our attention. We are thankful for our 
small crew of stoic volunteers who work hard 
keeping the trail clear of brush and downed trees. 
We hear a lot about trash around the lake. The 
trail is lovely, and nearly always trash-free. That is 
thanks to many of you who pick up after the few 
who are careless. When you use the trail or the 
beach or parking areas, please be careful to clean 
up after yourselves. Look back as you leave. Bring 
along a grocery sack to pick up after others; it re- 
sults in a little good feeling for you and for all of 
Goshen. 

Regarding parking at the lake, please remem- 
ber that parking by the graveyard entrance is very 
limited. If that parking area is full, don’t park 
along the road. The road by the graveyard is way 
too narrow for parking. Drive over to the Gunni- 
son Road entrance and park there instead. And, 
for goodness sakes, don’t park in people’s drive- 
ways! Be considerate of the near-by neighbors, 
their good will goes a long way to keeping the area 
and accessible to all. 





One last thing: remember that the area 
closes at dusk and there is no alcohol 
allowed at any time. Late night partying 
is just not compatible with the other uses 
of our park. We hear rumors (and some 
facts) of many unhealthy behaviors 
taking place in the wee hours. If your 
kids are at the lake, remind them to come 
home at dusk. Our local police diligently 
patrol, and there have been arrests. 





The lake is really a beautiful, peaceful spot; 
don’t let all my harping about minor problems 
keep you away. 


Water Quality 

We continued to participate in the State’s Vol- 
unteer River Assessment Program in 2016. We 
sample the water at four points in the South 
Branch Sugar River watershed throughout the 
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summer. This is part of a state-wide monitoring 
program. Our results are available here: 
http://des.nh.gov/organization/divisions/water/ 
wmb/vrap/data.htm. (Click on Gunnison Brook 
watershed.) The pH of our streams continues to 
be quite low (acidic). The same is true of the 
Ashuelot River, which is sampled by the Lempster 
Conservation Commission. In 2016 the water was 
also hot, too hot for happy brook trout. Shade 
from river bank vegetation gets more and more 
important as the summers heat up. 

The State monitors the town beach on Rand 
Pond for bacterial problems. Since sampling 
started in 2003, there has only once been a prob- 
lem. The state’s Rand Pond sampling results are 
here: http://www4.des.state.nh.us/DESOn- 
estop/BasicSearch.aspx (Put Goshen in the 
town/city box, then click Enter. You can get a 
summary report under “Docs”, on the far right of 
the resulting table, or you can get detailed results 
by clicking on “show” on the far left.) 

The Rand Pond Association also conducts 
sampling in a wider area of Rand Pond. Their re- 
sults are here: http://www.des.nh.gov/organiza- 
tion/divisions/water/wmb/vlap/categories/public 
ations.htm (go down to Annual Reports and click 
on the year). The 2016 results are not published 
yet, but Iam sure will be there soon. The 2015 re- 
port leads with concerns about turbidity and algal 
blooms. Rand Pond is a relatively shallow pond 
so it is very important that nutrient inputs to the 
pond are minimized. Don’t fertilize your lawns if 
they lead down to the pond. Better to have crappy 
grass than a crappy lake. 


Gunnison Brook Silt 

Several people contacted us in the spring with 
concerns about the very grey, muddy water in 
Gunnison Brook along Brook Road. It was really 
bad in 2016. Fish in the brook must have been 
struggling to breath with all that silt clogging their 
gills. The state Dept of Environmental Services 
promptly came out and walked the brook up- 
stream to the source of the problem. It is a natural 
cut bank that erodes clay into the brook during 
times of high runoff, particularly during spring 


freshets. It is an unfortunate, but natural occur- 
rence, potentially made worse if water runoff in- 
creases from the back side of Mt Sunapee. 


Rand Pond Survey, 2015 


In July of 2015, NH Fish and Game did a quick 
survey of warm-water fish in Rand Pond. They 
found mostly yellow perch and brown bullheads 
(aka horned pout). There were also creek chubs (a 
minnow). They did not catch any pickerel or sun- 
fish. Rand Pond is classified as a trout pond and is 
stocked with brook trout and rainbow trout. The 
trout are there, but this survey was not designed to 
catch them.

Hours served in 2016 


The members of the Goshen Fire Dept. put in 
an accumulative amount of over 2,000 hours of 
service to the Town of Goshen. This includes 
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actual trainings, meetings, and work details with 
equipment and truck checks, as well as respond- 
ing to calls for service at all hours and in all 
weather conditions throughout the year. 

In 2016 the Goshen Fire Department did our 
monthly in house trainings as well as several area 
trainings that included a large vehicle MVA with 
our Mutual Aid Partners and SG Reed Recovery. 
We also hosted and participated in a Mutual Aid 
water supply drill in Goshen. 

Goshen Rescue Personnel continue to be a big 
part of this organization. Besides the fire depart- 
ments activities that they participate and train in, 
they also step up and do the extra Medical and 
EMS Trainings to keep or get EMT Medical Certi- 
fications. They maintain, inventory, and supply 
Goshen with the needed medical equipment for a 
medical call. We respect the extra trainings, meet- 
ings, and calls this group participates in, resulting 
in a few extra nights away from home each month. 
We are always looking to add new members to our 
EMT staff so please feel free to contact a member 
for further information on joining and helping 
your neighbors. 


2017 Budget Request 

The Goshen Fire Department has continued to 
hold our regular operating budgets within reason 
for many years. Beyond our budget request for 
2016, of the Fire and Rescue Personnel that took 
advantage of the stipend pay in 2016. They were 
all happy to receive a check right before Christ- 
mas. This is the 5th year of this program and has 
shown an increase of responders to the calls, 
meetings, trainings, and work details. Your sup- 
port at town meeting is always appreciated. We 
also request your support of the line items for the 
capital reserve funds for the future purchases for 
the town. 


2016 Membership 

Our Membership has remained steady, but we 
are always looking to add new resident members 
so please feel free to contact the Chief, or a mem- 
ber, for further information on becoming part of 
our team of dedicated Volunteers. 

In 2016 Deputy Chief Fred Driend retired 
from the Goshen Fire Dept. Thank you for your 12 
years of dedicated service to the Goshen Fire De- 
partment and your 38 years of fire service in CT. 

The Goshen Fire Services Association, PO Box 
304, Goshen NH 03752 is our support organiza- 
tion that puts on our annual Chicken Barbecue. 
The association also usually buys an item or two 
for the Fire or Rescue Departments that we do not 
have. If you want to donate to Goshen Fire please 
make your donations to Goshen Fire Services 
Association. Thank you to all that have donated to 
supporting this local organization. Also be advised 
our 2017 Fund Drive mailer will be coming out in 
the mail soon and all funds received go directly to 
this organization. 

They are always looking for members for this 
association as it has a support role at major fire 
calls and events and has a meeting once a month. 
On behalf of the GVFD thank you all for your com- 
mitment. 


2016 Equipment Evaluation 

In 2016 we had our yearly maintenance done 
on all of our air packs. These will be coming up for 
replacement in a few years. We also purchased 10 
new pagers for the Fire Department. We also 
purchased and replaced 4 complete sets of Per- 
sonal protective Fire Gear. 


2016 Truck / Equipment 

1989 Mack Engine/Tanker 1: This has worked 
well in town and has gone out on numerous 
mutual aid fire calls. This truck features a 1000 
GPM Pump and a 1500 Gallon water tank. In the 
future, this will be our next truck to be upgraded 
for the town. 

2008 E-One Pumper Engine 2 is our frontline 
fire attack piece of equipment. This Truck features 
A 1250 GPM Pump and a 1000 Gallon water tank. 
This truck experienced no major issues in 2016 
and is still operating at top notch. 
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Goshen’s Rescue 1, 1991 Ford F-550 is operat- 
ing very well and is being used on most calls. It 
responds to rescue and medical calls, car acci- 
dents, and building fires. The generator and light 
tower on this truck have been very useful at night 
time incidents providing a safer work scene. 

Goshen’s Forestry 1 is a 1990 Ford F 450 
AWD Mini Pumper. This truck has responded and 
performed very well on the many Forest Fire calls 
in 2016. We have replaced all the tires on it in 
20106. 

Goshen’s Forestry 2, 1968 Ford F250 4X4, 
was moved to reserve status after the purchase of 
the new used Forestry Mini Pumper in 2015. For- 
tunately we kept this vehicle as it had been used 
many times in 2016 during the brush fire season. 


2016 Fire Station Status 

We had no major upgrades to the station in 
2016. Our 2017 goal is to have a current and 
future needs assessment done on the building for 
the Fire Department. A New TV was donated to 
the department for training purposes and 
response monitoring. 





In closing it is a pleasure to work for and in 
the Town of Goshen. I would also like to thank the 
Dedicated Fire Fighters and Rescue Personnel and 
our Mutual Aid Departments. Also Cindy Rouil- 
lard in the Selectmen’s office for her help, the Se- 
lectmen, Goshen Highway Department, Goshen 
Police, plus the many other town employees, 
residents, and taxpayers that do care and support 
the Goshen Vol. Fire Dept. 

If you would like a tour of the fire station and 
equipment for yourself, or children, and you see 
fire fighters at the station, you are always welcome 
to stop in. We always try to make time for tours 
for the kids, or adults. Do not forget your cameras 
as a child always loves to see a fire truck up close.

s always I like to thank the commu- 

nity of Goshen for their continued sup- 

port of the Goshen Forest Fire 
Department. It is also important that I do thank 
the Deputy Wardens for all the extra time they put 
into this department, The Fire Fighters here in 
Goshen that give so much and ask for so little. 

Forest Fire staff are Warden Daniel Peterson, 
Deputy Wardens, Ricky Shepard, Chris Moen, 
Gordon Bartlett, Jack Warburton, John Hopkins, 
Janny Kowynia, Jan Parmalee, Zack Dickinson, 
Ryan Hall, and Mark Giglio. I would like to thank 
both Bob Johnson and John Herr for their past 
assistance as they have both left the department. 

The annual Spring Warden/Deputy Warden 
Trainings were held at Wilmot and Unity Fire 
Stations this year. The Goshen Fire Department 
continues to host the July dinner and meeting of 
the Grafton Sullivan Forest Fire Wardens Associa- 
tion. Special thanks go out to the many volunteers 
of the Goshen Fire Services Association for their 
assistance at this event. 

Annually we issue around 200 fire permits in 
the Town of Goshen. We thank you for extending 
your courtesy to our families and to call ahead of 
time for your fire permits. 

2016 turned out to be one of our busiest forest 
fire fighting years in recent memory. In Goshen 
we responded to 3 wild land fires with our largest 
being around 8 acres on the back of Mt Sunapee. 
For this fire we struck a second alarm bringing in 
additional manpower and equipment to assist. 
With the rapid response of Goshen and our 
mutual aid partners we made a very good stop of 
this fire just prior to it heading up the mountain 
side along Gunnison Brook and the Goshen Trail 
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to Mt Sunapee. Our other two incidents were less 
than 1 acre each and were located off Lear Hill 
Road and Four Corners Road. 

Goshen also sent crews and equipment to 
Mutual Aid for the large Wildland Fires in 
Acworth 2X, Alstead 3X, Marlow 1X, and Stod- 
dard 2X. Between the Goshen and Mutual aid calls 
we had a total of 300 personnel hours of work in 
2016. 

Another type of incident that can cause us 
problems are illegal campfires out in the area of 
class six roads. Quite often these fires are not 
extinguished prior to the people leaving. This puts 
Goshen in a potential danger for a large forest fire. 
So if you see something out of the ordinary, please 
call 911 and have us come out and inspect, and put 
the fire out. Please extinguish your fires with 
water do not bury them to put them out. When 
you do that they usually flare back up after you 
leave them. 

I do like to remind you that you are responsi- 
ble for any fire that you light. Per NH State laws 
you could be held financially responsible for any 
cost to extinguish, any damage associated with a 
fire that gets away from you, or caused by you. 

NHDES also reminds you that it is illegal to 
burn any trash, plastics, painted wood, plywood, 
furniture, or demolition debris. None of the listed 
items should ever be burnt in a brush pile, a 
woodstove, or an outside furnace. It is best to dis- 
pose of them at the transfer station. This keeps the 
carcinogens and dioxins pollutants out of the air 
and water.

Cymbal: Goshen’s volunteer fire department 
used this cymbal to announce their minstrel 
show acts. Various master’s of ceremony taped 
notes on the back in order to remember the 
players and order of acts. Dan Hunter was the 
last master of ceremonies and kept the cymbal 
when minstrel shows were discontinued. 

Gift of John & Cyndi Phillips 


Ambrotype of Woman: This partial image 
was discovered by Mac and Nancy McDonough 
while digging for bottles behind the Gunnison 
House on Center Road. The woman’s identity is 
unkown. Ambrotypes were produced from 1855 to 
about 1865, and were made by coating a piece of 
glass with a silver solution and exposing this to the 
image. The image is sometimes on the back of a 
glass plate and is sandwiched with another glass 
behind it. 

Gift of Mac & Nancy McDonough 
Daguerreotype of Young Girl: This was 
discovered by Mac and Nancy McDonough at 
the same time as the ambrotype. The 
dagurreotype was the first commercially 
successful photographic process (1839-1860) 
in the history of photography. Named after the 
inventor, Louis Jacques Mandé Daguerre, each 
daguerreotype is a unique image on a silvered 
copper plate. We wonder if the young girl was 
a member of the Gunnison family living on 
Center Road. We also wonder how the 
ambrotype and daguerretype survived burial 
in the back yard.

Shell: This shell is part of a collection left in 
the Gunnison House. Inscribed inside are the 
words “Shell taken from an Indian’s grave on 
Sapelo Island 1881.” Sapelo Island features in 
a letter written by Elmer Farr to his father 
Elezear in 1881. It describes the difficult 
conditions he, and his older brother Oren with 
wife Nellie and daughter Edie, faced as they 
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attempted to establish a farm on Sapelo 
Island, Georgia. Their experiment was short- 
lived and they returned to Goshen to take up 
farming on Brickyard Road. This shell must 
have been purloined as a souvenir.

This is the only known photograph of the 
church other than a distant panoramic view.

e thank you for your support last 

year to increase the Librarian’s hours 

from 24 to 27 per week. Those three 
extra work-hours are applied flexibly during the 
year to cover programs and events occurring 
beyond the regular library schedule. 

The Trustees strive to maintain compliance 
with published best practice recommendations for 
public libraries of the 21st century through atten- 
dance at NHLTA (NH Library Trustee Associa- 
tion) conferences, monthly newsletters and 
workshops. New policies regarding volunteers, 
procedures for lending specialty items and the 
Teen-Service program were reviewed and applied. 
The Librarian and Trustees update the collection 
and programs in an effort to meet needs of our pa- 
trons. 

Circulation of our physical collection — books, 
audios, DVD, Kindle eReaders and periodicals — 
did see a slight dip of 4%, but our digital circula- 
tion with NH Digital Books/Overdrive through 
NH State Library more than doubled. So overall 
library circulation of all formats rose 15% . Also, 
we now circulate telescopes for sky-gazing; an 
acoustic guitar and an electric keyboard for 
patrons to musically experiment with; and two 
beginner digital cameras for patron use. Two 
Recon-Rover programmable robots are also avail- 
able, but for use only in the Library as yet. Plans 
for other non-traditional circulating items are in 
the works for 2017 - let us know if there is some- 
thing you would like to see as part of the collec- 
tion, traditional and otherwise. 


The Library Building 

Our building was wired with fire alarm and 
security camera systems, and a new roof was in- 
stalled. We are truly grateful for MacIntyre and 
Sons’ fine work on this improvement. The build- 
ing is still in need of exterior paint, energy effi- 
cient windows, heating system and lighting. 


Special Projects 

The Library Trustees undertook two major 
projects this year. The first, an informational 
pamphlet about Goshen for both new and current 
residents, provides important and interesting facts 





about the town and the area; this was a true labor 
of love on the part of the Trustee Board. We thank 
all of our advertisers and contributors and we 
hope you will be proud of and enjoy your free 
Goshen, NH brochure. Next, A Little Taste of 
Goshen New Hampshire cookbook ($10.00). 
Recipes were solicited from residents, friends and 
families, then published. Nearly 100 pages of 
facts and tips, appetizers to desserts, and a few 
funny stories as well. 


Education and Enrichment 

The Library hosted over twenty recurring or 
one-time specialty programs in 2016. Humani- 
ties/Continuing Education program attendance 
was up 32%, and personal enrichment programs 
showed an increase of 12% from 2015. 





We are proud that NHLTA, NHLA 

(NH Librarian Association ) and LUV 
(Libraries of the Upper Valley) have 
recognized the Olive G. Pettis Memorial 
Library as one of the most active and 
productive one-librarian-libraries in the 
region. 





We maintain this level of service primarily 
with your continued support, with incidental as- 
sistance through grants and private funding ac- 
quired through the efforts of our Librarian. 

A Department of Fish & Game program, 
Understanding Bobcats of New Hampshire, was 
co-hosted by Goshen Conservation Commission. 
ANH Humanities-To-Go program, Rally ‘round 
the Flag: the American Civil War Through Folk- 
song, was co-hosted by Goshen Historical Society. 
Both were held in the Town Hall and preceded by 
a free potluck dinner prepared by Friends of the 
Library and program co-hosts. A third special 
event, Tonight’s Sky by the McAuliffe-Shepard 
Planetarium was presented at the Richards 
Elementary School in Newport due to space 
requirements. A tremendous experience for all 
ages, it prompted the first check-out of the 
Library’s Meade ETX-125 telescope — donated by 
a former resident. 


Enrichment classes: organic soap making and 
felt applique for our annual Library Quilt raffle; 
hole-punch tin can wind-chimes; and digital pho- 
tography, broadened our knowledge as well as 
various skills. We truly appreciate the time, ex- 
pertise and patience of the educators who shared 
their passion with us. 

The oldest and most traditional enrichment 
program began as one monthly lunch-time session 
and expanded to add a monthly supper session; 
the book discussion groups are now entering their 
fourth and fifth years. 


Services for Children 

On 2nd and 4th Thursdays, the Library hosts 
STEAM Powered Kids, a new program where 
students participate in STEAM (Science, Technol- 
ogy, Engineering, Arts and Math) activities. 
Aligned with national educational focus in these 
areas, sessions are fun, and when education is fun 
the lessons make a greater impact. Already the 
kids have built water/air powered rockets with 
recycled plastic bottles; designed obstacle courses 
and raced hand-made mini-bots created from 
toothbrushes and cellphone motors; and pro- 
grammed the two Recon Rover robots. The 
students wrote and published picture story books 
and crafted mathematically designed mobiles. 
Kids can still get off the bus at the Library any 
open afternoon, get homework help and use the 
computers. 

Preschool story-time continues and is regu- 
larly attended by a core group of children. On 1st 
and 3rd Thursdays we read Books-Before-Bed - 
pajamas permitted, as we wind down for a restful 
night. On third Saturday mornings, join a tradi- 
tional reading circle with movement activity and 
crafts. 


Special Community Outreach 

In January we hosted our 2nd annual Art @ 
the Library exhibit which featured local students’ 
art and was displayed along with student art work, 
from Kyrgyzstan, on loan from the Fermata Arts 
Foundation. The event elicited four letters of 
commendation from former Governor Maggie 
Hassan; former Senator Kelly Ayotte; Representa- 
tive Ann Kuster and Senator Jeanne Shaheen. 
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The Summer Reading Program shifted focus 
from a week-long kids camp to families reading as 
aunit. Families tracked titles, pages and times; 
totals were tallied as teams. Multiple family 
events where held during the five weeks of the 
program: a Kids versus Not-kids Kickball game 
behind the Goshen Fire Station; a Build-your- 
own-Sundae Social; and a Minute-To-Win-It chal- 
lenge. 

At Old Home Day, the Library once again 
sponsored the Everything Blueberry contest and 
the judges were plied with amazing blueberry con- 
coctions. Winners for 2016 were: Melanie Bell, 
Tracey Bevilacqua and Ann O’Clair. 

For October the Trustees and Friends held a 
Halloween bash called Trunk-or-Treat. The 
Greenhalgh field was utilized again and 20 partici- 
pants decorated their vehicle trunks and dressed 
up with themes: Finding Nemo; Pirates of the 
Caribbean; Little Red Riding Hood to name a few. 
The event provided a safe, fun environment for 
over 120 costumed children to “trunk or treat.” 
The Library extends thanks to Allen Greenhalgh, 
the Goshen Volunteer Firefighters and Auxiliary 
members, Patrolman Russ Lamson and all of the 
“players” who participated. We urge everyone to 
join us in 2017 for the 2nd Annual Trunk-or-Treat 
which promises to be bigger and better. 

The Library continues to provide delivery to 
home-bound patrons; an annual rabies-shots 
clinic; Easter-Egg Hunt; Scarecrow build; Light- 
the Night candles; Christmas @ the Library fair; 
and a satellite “little-lending-box” at a local camp- 
ground. 

As Trustees of the Library, elected by this 
community, we all strive to provide the best possi- 
ble experience for the people of Goshen. We 
believe our town, without the social and informa- 
tional activity your Library offers, would be miss- 
ing an important element in the mix which makes 
Goshen a great place to live.

eetings/Scheduling: The Planning 
| \ / Board meets the first and third Thurs- 

day of each month. Over the past year 
there has been little business, which has resulted 
in months with only one meeting. Canceled meet- 
ings are discussed and voted upon by the Planning 
Board before the actual cancelation and noted in 
the minutes; minutes are posted on the Goshen 
town website, in the Post Office and the Town 
Hall. 


Membership 

In 2016, George Hebert became a full Plan- 
ning Board member stepping up from the alterna- 
tive role. Doug O’Clair was elected as a town 
selectman and stepped down from the role of 
Chair on the Planning Board. The board voted in 
Alicea Bursey as the new Chair, Doug O’Clair was 
voted in as the vice-chair. 

Activities 

During the past year, the board reviewed two 
lot line adjustments. Of the adjustments one was 
sent back to the submitter and submission to the 
Zoning Board, the other is expecting review in 
early 2017. 

The Planning Board is responsible for the re- 
viewing and updating of town regulations; during 
the last year the board reviewed and updated the 
Building Regulations rounding out the last of the 
regulations to be reviewed for the town. 

The Planning Board also reviewed the word- 
ing of the Carroll - Anderson (Newport Sand & 
Gravel) Pit Permit in response to complaints from 
community members regarding noise and traffic 
occurring before the approved hours of operation 
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for the pit. Representatives from Newport Sand 
and Gravel met with the board to identify and 
remedy any issues; the board determined that the 
language in the permit needs altering to clarify 
what is meant by “hours of operation” and what if 
any preparations may be conducted outside of 
these hours. 

The board is currently working on a draft of 
the re-worded permit and plans to seek additional 
input from a broader audience on the wording. 

The annual inspection of the pits (Anderson 
and Davis) was carried out in October 2016 and 
no issues were identified. Reclamation is ongoing 
at both sites. 

During the year the Mt. Sunapee expansion 
project passed at the state level, no projects were 
submitted to the board on behalf of Mt. Sunapee 
during this time and none are expected in the im- 
mediate future. 

In alignment with the expectations set forth in 
the Capital Improvement Plan (CIP) the work on 
Center Road commenced and was carried out by 
United Construction. 

The coming year is expected to be quiet baring 
any unforeseen issues.

his was the busiest year for the town 

of Goshen that I can remember. Our calls 

for service were over 1650, which is the 
highest I have seen since becoming a member of 
the department in 1994. In 2016, our arrests were 
up over 175%. Our arrests varied from felony drug 
arrests, weapons charges, criminal threatening on 
a police officer, theft, and domestic assault to 
minor arrests of driving on a suspended license. 

When I started working for Goshen Police 

Department, there were serious problems with 
drugs, alcohol, noise disturbances and littering at 
the Rand Pond Boat Landing. Unfortunately, it 
took the closing of the beach area and allowing 
only the launching/retrieving boats and parking to 
rid the area of the troubles experienced. 





A large area of concern this year was at 
and around the Gunnison Lake (Goshen 
Ocean). This area has become very 
popular with people who are not Goshen 
residents. This year we arrested people 
at or around the lake for drug and 
alcohol violations. Criminal trespass and 
littering is on the rise as well as illegal 
burns. We experienced our first drug- 
overdose death at the lake during the 
summer. Heroin has become the drug of 
choice in our area as in other areas of the 
state. Use of drugs creates dangers both 
to the officers and the citizens. 





We arrested ten drivers impaired by alcohol or 
drugs. These arrests occurred on the roads of 
Route 31, Route 10, Province Road and Brook 
Road. Many of these are roads our residents travel 
as well as their friends and family members. The 
highest clocked speed this year was 78 mph on 
Province Road, which is a posted at 25 mph. 
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Our goal is to have a Goshen officer speak 
with each Goshen resident when they call for 
service. After the year we have experienced, it 
made sense to add an officer. 

I went before the board of Selectman and was 
able to hire a part-time officer. His name is Tom 
Anderson. He has just retired from New London 
after a 24-year career in law enforcement. Officer 
Anderson started out in the small community of 
Springfield, NH, as a part-time officer. He was 
hired by Newport where he reached the rank of 
Detective before he was hired by the New London 
Police Department. Officer Anderson worked his 
way from Patrol Officer to Detective then to 
Sergeant. He was promoted one more time to 
Lieutenant where he was second in command of 
the New London Police Department. Officer 
Anderson will be an asset to the Goshen Police 
Department. 

Our department members worked very well 
this year with the Fire Department and Highway 
Departments. Any time we called for assistance, 
they were there for us. Having three agencies 
working so well together benefits a community as 
wonderful as Goshen. We at the Goshen Police 
Department want to thank both agencies not only 
for their continued dedication to the Town, but 
also to our department. 

As of writing this report, our 2013 Ford 
Cruiser has 46,500 miles and our 2016 Dodge has 
14,000 miles on it. It has always been important 
to me that the Town’s equipment is maintained 
and kept in the best condition possible. We 
average 9 to 12 years on our patrol cars. By keep- 
ing up with routine maintenance and the condi- 
tion of the vehicles, we benefit in the end.
